ON THE COVERS

Baldwin Coolidge was born in Woburn, Massachusetts around the 
time of the Civil War. Although he practiced his craft primarily 
in Boston, he spent time in the country capturing scenes of rural 
life. Windham was one of his favorite subjects. Coolidge spent 
time in California at the early part of this century, but 
returned to New England where he died in 1917. 


Upon his death, Coolidge bequeathed his collection to The Society 
for Preservation of New England Antiquities. The Windham 
Historic Commission wishes to thank S.P.N.E.A. for the use of 
these photographs and James Garvin, of the New Hampshire Office 
of Historic Preservation, for bringing their existence to the 
Commission’s attention. These are only two of thirty five images 
of Windham that the Historic Commission has had reproduced with 
the cooperation of S.P.N.E.A. 


IN DEDICATION 


In July of 1995, Windham lost one of its most civic-minded 
citizens. Daniel J. Quinlan, 64, moved to Windham in 1979 ‘and 
became involved in community affairs shortly thereafter. 


Dan’s professional career centered around the plumbing and 
heating trades, and included teaching plumbing and pipe fitting 
at Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational School, as well as 
operating his own business. He still found time, however, to 
devote many hours to serving the community during his 16 years in 
Windham. 


At the time of his death, Dan was chairman of the Rockingham 
County Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO). He was 
appointed to the Rockingham Planning Commission in 1983 as 
Windham’s representative, and served as its chairman until March 
of 1995. 


Dan’s other community service included a two-year term as 
Selectman, Planning Board member, Conservation Commission member, 
and Library Trustee. During his "Spare?" time, Dan coached 
basketball teams at Pinkerton Academy, and volunteered his time 
for other committees and activities in town. 


As one can see, Dan was not an idle man. He loved life - and he 
loved work, especially if it was beneficial to his community and 
fellow man. Dan’s dedication to volunteerism was unsurpassed by 
few, and we applaud his efforts while living in Windhan. 


Among his other attributes was Dan’s flair for telling jokes, and 
he will always be remembered for his quick sense of humor. There 
were times when Dan’s' presence would provide the necessary 
medicine to uplift one’s spirits on any day - either good or bad. 


It is with great pride, therefore, that the Board of Selectmen 
dedicates the 1995 Town Report in memory of DANIEL J. QUINLAN - 
an Irish gentleman with a sly grin, bouncy walk, witty tongue, 
and heart of gold!

Moderator Griffin introduced the Board and read rules and 
regulations to be followed for the annual meeting.

David Sullivan presented Peter Griffin with the Volunteer of the 
Year award and Nancy Berry the Employee of the Year. 


Voted in the NEGATIVE to keep articles in same order as addressed 
in the warrant. 


Voted in the AFFIRMATIVE to consider recessing no later than 
11:00 PM and reconvene at 9:00 AM on Saturday. 


ART. #4 - "To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
Five Hundred Sixty Thousand Dollars ($560,000) for the purpose of 
the renovation and restoration of the Searles Building, including 
necessary handicapped accessibility improvements, said sum to be 
in addition to any federal, state, or private funds made 
available therefor, and to raise the same by issuance of not more 
than Four Hundred Sixty Three Thousand Five Hundred Dollars

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AUDITORS' REPORT

To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Windham, New Hampshire 


We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Windham, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1994, and have issued our report thereon dated April 
21, LSSSE 


We have conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether 
the general purpose financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose 
financial statements of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire for 
the year ended December 31, 1994, we considered its internal 
control structure in order to determine our auditing procedures 
for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the general purpose 
financial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal 
control structure. 


The management of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire is 
responsible for establishing and maintaining an internal control 
structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and 
judgments by management are required to assess the expected 
benefits and related costs of internal control structure policies 
and procedures. The objectives of an internal control structure 
are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from 
unauthorized use or disposition, and that transactions are 
executed in accordance with management’s authorization and 
recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial 
statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles. Because of inherent limitations in any internal 
control structure, errors or irregularities may nevertheless 
occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of 
the structure to future periods is subject to the risk that 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions 
or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of policies 
and procedures may deteriorate. 


For the purpose of this report, we have classified the 
Significant internal control structure policies and procedures in 
the following categories. 


Budget 
Cash and investments

Revenue and receivables 

Expenditures for goods and services and accounts payable 
Payroll and related liabilities 

Debt and debt service expenditures 


For all of the control categories listed above, we obtained an 
understanding of the design of relevant policies and procedures 
and whether they have been placed in operation, and we assessed 
control risk. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not 
necessarily Gisclose all matters in the internal control 
structure that might be material weaknesses under standards 
established by the American Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants. A material weakness is a reportable condition in 
which the design or operation of one or more of the internal 
control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low 
level the risk that errors or irregularities in amounts’) that 
would be material in relation to the general purpose financial 
statements being audited may occur and not be detected within a 
timely period by employees in the normal course of performing 
their assigned functions. We noted no matters involving the 
internal control structure and its operation that we consider to 
be material weaknesses as defined above.

CASH COLLATERALIZATION AGREEMENT 


As previously noted, the Town has an informal oral agreement with 
the financial institution regarding the collateralization of 
deposits. The agreement provides for all funds in excess of the 
federal insurance deposit limits to be collateralized with 
securities held by a third party in the Town of Windham’s name. 
Because this agreement is oral, it is unclear whether the funds 
deposited by the Trustees of Trust Funds and the Library Trustees 
would also be covered under this agreement. We are concerned 
that the Town may encounter difficulty in enforcing the agreement 
should the bank merge with another institution or if the 
personnel at the bank should change. 


= =. 


We again recommend that the Town formalize the understanding with 
the financial institution regarding the terms of the agreement 
and the responsibilities of both parties. The written contract 
between the bank and the Town will avoid the possibility of the 
oral agreement being nullified or being altered without the 
Town’s knowledge or consent. The formal agreement will also 
reduce the risk of having excessive cash which is not insured or 
collateralized. 


TRUST FUNDS 


We noted that the Trustees of Trust Funds were in possession of a 
bank check in the amount of $1,998 which represented the income 
earned on the cemetery trust funds through December 31, 1994 at 
the time of our audit in April, 1995. 


The Town is exposed to the risk that the funds could be lost or 
stolen. The Town is also not earning any interest on these funds 
as they remain idle in the form of a bank check. If the funds 
will be used at a later time, they should, at a minimum, be 
deposited in a passbook savings account. This will safeguard the 
cash until it is needed to pay for expenditures. 


TRUST FUND INVESTMENTS 


We noted that the Trustees of Trust Funds primarily invest in one 
year certificates of deposit for nonexpendable trust funds. 
These certificates mature annually on December 31 and are usually 
renewed for one additional year. For the year ended December an; 
1994, the interest rate earned on these investments was 3.75%. 
We also noted that all capital reserve funds are deposited in 
savings accounts which earned approximately 2.8% during the year. 


We recommend that the Trustees should investigate other 
investment options in order to maximize the interest earnings on 
the trust funds. In order to get a better yield, the Town may 
consider investing in obligations of the United States, the New 
Hampshire Public Deposit Investment Pool, or short-term 
certificates for the capital reserve funds. The Trustees may 
also consider pooling the nonexpendable funds together to earning 
higher interest rates.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


We, the Board of Selectmen, along with the Town Administrator, 
are happy to submit our annual report for 1995. During the past 
year, two major issues dominated the Board’s time: the Route 111 
By-pass issue and the planning for our new Town Center. In 
addition to these issues, many other issues were handled by the 
Board. 


ROUTE 111 BY-PASS 


The Board held several in-depth reviews on the Route 111 By-pass 
problem. Meetings were held with the State DOT, Salem and, most 
importantly, our citizens. While consensus could not be reached 
on a complete by-pass, it was agreed by the Town that we did not 
want a four lane limited access highway through our town center. 


A public hearing was held on October 18, 1995 by members of the 
Governor’s Council, at which time the Town's position was clearly 
read into the record. A decision by the Councilors is expected 
within six months. Continuing contact with the DOT and the 
Governor’s Council representatives is being maintained, in order 
to stay abreast of developments and continue the search for a 
solution that is reasonable for all. 


COMMUNITY STEWARDSHIP PROGRAM 


In the Fall of 1994, the Board and the Office of State Planning 
began planning for a Community Stewardship Program for Windham. 
The Board appointed a steering committee to oversee preparations 
for the program which was entitled "Your Windham, Your Future". 
The sum of $7,500 was made available to cover expenses of the 
program. 


Beginning in late 1994, a series of community meetings were held 
to allow residents an opportunity to relate their perceptions of 
Windham. On February 10 and 11, 1995, a design charrette weekend 
was held to formalize the work of the earlier meetings, which 
resulted in the drafting of vision statements and goals’ for 
Windham. A final report of the program’s efforts was issued in 
March, 1995. 


NEW TOWN CENTER 


The 1995 Town Meeting approved the expenditure of $32,000 for the 
hiring ofan architectural/planning consultant to assist us with 
the development of a master plan for the new town center. The 
Board hired the H. UL. Turner Group of Concord NH to do site 
engineering and prepare plans for the 52-acre parcel purchased in 
1994, together with recommendations for the adaptive reuse and 
integration of the existing town facilities. 


ai Ges 


A total of six workshops, with a great deal of public input were 
held during the summer and fall. This process allowed town 
Gepartments, committees, and commissions to be involved in the 
decision making process, so that the end product was the result 
of a consensus of many, not the work of a_ few. Their final 
report, dated December 4, 1995, together with a scale model has 
been delivered to the Town and is available for review at Town 
Hall. 


This work, together with the efforts of the Library Trustees, 
will enable articles to be brought to the 1996 Town Meeting for 
the construction of the beginning phase of the site 
road/infrastructure and a new library. 


SEARLES SCHOOL 


Town Meeting authorized basic repairs to the Searles School. 
Several meetings with the Historic District Commission and our 
architect, R. Monahon Associates, were held to decide on the 
best way to utilize the reduced funding. A contract for the 
repair of basic systems and limited interior restoration of the 
Searles School was entered into in the fall with Fulcrum 
Associates in the amount of $197,789. The work is scheduled for 
completion in February. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT/SENIOR CENTER 


Town Meeting appropriated the sum of $9,200 to repair structural 
deficiencies to the Building Department building. This action 
was taken after much debate between the Board and historians as 
to whether these buildings should be maintained or demolished 
when facilities in the new Town Center come on line. 


PROPERTY MAINTENANCE 


The Board continued with the second year of our _ property 
maintenance program, which we plan to make an ongoing part of our 
budgeting process for major repairs and upkeep of our _ town 
facilities. 


This year, we made repairs to the library exterior, power washed 
and painted the trim of the Building Department and Senior 
Center, fenced the brook on the common, and repaired the 
emergency exit stairs at the Fire Station. 


Over time, we hope to be able to under expend a portion of the 
annual appropriation of $25,00@ so that the balance in the Trust 
will build up to allow for the payment of major expenditures, 
such as roof replacements, without an increase in the annual 
appropriation. 
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ADA COMPLIANCE 


Again this year, we continued our program to bring Town buildings 
into compliance with the Americans with Disabilities Act. New 
entrance ramps were built at the Building Department and Senior 
Center. A new unisex handicapped accessible bathroom was built 
at the Building Department. Finally, handicapped door levers 
were installed at the Building Department and Town Hall. 


REVALUATION 
J. Ryan Associates completed our town-wide revaluation in July. 


The last revaluation of the Town was done in 1981. As part of 
this process, property tax records were computerized which will 


enable our valuations to remain current and avoid the necessity - 


of undertaking a major program update in future years. 
NEGOTIATIONS 


In the fall, we began negotiations with all three of our unions. 
The Board has signed a tentative agreement with the Police Union 
and is continuing discussions with the Fire and Municipal Unions, 
and hopes to reach agreement prior to the 1996 Town Meeting. 


PERSONNEL 


The Board spent a lot of time reviewing over eighty applications 
for the position of Fire Chief. After much review, the Board 
hired Henry (Hank) Lipe as our new Fire Chief, effective October 
27 19954 


EQUIPMENT PURCHASES 


The Town joined the state-wide Enhanced E-911 system in July, 
when it became active. Work continued to improve the Fire and 
Police radio systems. As of this date, some problems remain and 
additional funding will likely be sought at the 1996 Town Meeting 
for further improvements. 


The Police Department began the installation of a computer 
system, which eventually will automate many of the manual 
functions currently performed by the department. The Town Hall 
and Fire Department also began to upgrade computer equipment and 
networks. As in private industry, the Town has found itself 
under-equipped in this area. Thanks to the volunteerism of 
several individuals in town, a technical advisory committee has 
been formed to assist town government on problems, networking and 
new acquisitions. Additional funding for these projects will be 
requested at the 1996 Town Meeting. 
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HEALTH INSURANCE 


The second year of this innovative program proved to be a 
continuation of the good results shown in 1994. As of the end of 
1995, the balance in the Health Trust Account amounted to 
$186,957. This represents a tremendous savings to the Town’s 
health insurance expenses, while our employees retain all of the 
benefits offered in previous plans. 


CANOBIE LAKE 


As summer approached, the level of the water table in Canobie 
Lake started to be of major concern. Shore front owners’ were 
faced with dual problems: limited potable water, and mud flats 
where water had been in previous years. 


Meetings were held with residents and Salem officials in order to 
determine the facts, and try to work out temporary solutions. 
Since all parties could not agree on temporary and/or permanent 
solutions, complaints were made to the state Wetlands Board, and 
those proceedings are pending as we enter 1996. 


PERAMBULATION 


In October, town officials, together with their counterparts in 
adjoining towns, conducted the state required perambulation of 
our Town’s bounds. This process, which is conducted every seven 
years, was made easier thanks to the fine efforts of our Town 
Surveyor, Bob Thorndike, who pre-located all but two of Windham’s 
thirty-five bounds. Bob has now performed this task seven times. 
The locations of the two missing bounds were determined and 
replacement markers will be set. 


IN MEMORIAM 


The Board of Selectmen hereby acknowledges the loss in 1995 of 
the following citizens who dedicated many hours of tireless 
effort for the betterment of the community and its residents: 


DANIEL J. QUINLAN - Chairman of Rockingham County Metropolitan 
Planning Organization at time of death in July, and member of 
Rockingham Planning Commission. He was a former Selectman, 
Planning Board Member, Conservation Commission Member and Library 
Trustee. 


SHERBURNE F. MACE - Served as Town Treasurer for nine years, and 
Library Trustee for three years. 


BARBARA Ek. ROOT - Served as Trustee of Trust Funds for many 
years. 


LOUIS FINEMAN - Retired President of Pelham Bank and “Trust 
Company.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Last year, the Police Department’s calls for service increased 4% 
to 39,011, an increase of 1,709. Accidents increased 14% to 285, 
arrests increased 15% to 345, and the number of complaints 
increased 10%, while residential and business alarms decreased 
3%. You will see that the remaining classifications remained 
relatively the same. 


The computer system is on line, and older data is being entered. 
This year (1996), we look forward to implementing Phase II which 
calls for addiitonal hardware which will allow the officers use 
of the system and report writing. 


The Statewide Enhanced 9-1-1 system has been on line since July, 
1995. The Police Department received 28 calls from E£E-911. 
Residents are encouraged to use E-911 to report EMERGENCIES. All 
NON-emergency calls should be called in on the following number: 
434-5577. 


While we saw a reduction in alarm calls, residents are urged to 
be familiar with their systems so as to prevent numerous’ false 
alarm responses. 


The members of the Windham Police Department wish to thank all 
the citizens for their continued support, while pledging to 
continue providing professional service to the community.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1995 will be a year that brings back thoughts and remembrance of 
a year of many challenges and achievements for the members of 
Windham Fire Department. A new Chief, increased operational 
Gemands, and a successful fire prevention campaign are just a few 
of the more visible activities and events of this past year. 


Under the direction of Deputy Bill Wallace, the members of the 
department and auxiliary, along with their families, rose to the 
rigid demands placed on them to persevere through a challenging 
year. While patiently awaiting the appointment and arrival of a 
new Chief in October, they were able to maintain a high level of 
service and provide the citizens of Windham with quality care. 
This task was easily accomplished because of rock-solid pride, 
emergency preparedness and professionalism. As the new Chief in 
town, I salute their dedication and hard work. 


Congratulations are in order for Firefighter Jennifer Hanlon. 
She successfully completed her Paramedic certification program in 
1995 and is now a Nationally Registered Paramedic. With her 
certification, we now have three Paramedics on the department 
able to provide Advanced Life Support (ALS) care. Speaking of 
ALS, the department has a new cardiac heart monitor/defibrillator 
on order. This new monitor uses "state of the art” 12 lead 
technology to provide the hospital and our personnel with a more 
accurate reading of the heart and cardiovascular systems 
immediately upon our arrival at the scene. This equates to 
faster definitive care, which reduces hospital stays and improves 
patient recovery. 


One of the first priorities upon my arrival was to address’ the 
severe problems associated with our 1992 Rescue Pumper. A severe 
power deficiency and inefficient compartmentation has plagued the 
truck’s performance since its arrival. Working closely with 
manufacturer representatives and power specialists, we were able 
to successfully define the power problems and complete work on 
the engine and transmission of this truck. It now runs great! A 
special thanks to former Selectman Fred Noyles for his time and 
efforts assisting us with this project. 


Fire Prevention Week in Windham was very eventful last October, 
and loaded with excitement. Programs in schools and day care 
centers filled each day with plenty of enthusiasm. The week was 
highlighted by a special Fire Department Open House with 
demonstrations, food and refreshments, fire truck rides and lots 
of community interaction. Behind the scenes, Deputy Chief Bill 
Wallace, Hazardous Material Technical Team Leaders Lieutenant 
Steve Fruchtman and Firefighter Don Worthington, along with our 
Medical Director, Dr. Joe Sabato, produced an excellent carbon 
monoxide awareness video presentation for broadcast over WCTV-51. 
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Kudos to the Fire Department Auxiliary, Windham Firefighters 
Union Local 2915 and the Call Firefighters for their expedient 
cooperation with short notice planning of these events. A 
special thanks to Dr. Sabato, WCTV-51, and all of the residents 
for participating in fire prevention week activities. 


Administrative services for the Fire Department were coordinated 
and handled by Mrs. Pat Ramsden, Secretary. -Upon my arrival, I 
was very impressed with her "to the penny accounting” procedures. 
All expenditures and receipts for 1995 are well documented and 
accounted for. This can be a difficult task through an interim 
period without a Chief. Her expertise was invaluable during this 
transition period. Dave, Kathy and Elaine, over at Town Hall, 
were also very helpful. A real team effort was displayed by all 
of them. 


Operationally, the volume of calls increased by 11% over 1994. 
An additional 100 calls were logged for a total of 978. 
Unfortunately, auto accidents seemed to be more intensive, 
bringing injuries and deaths to an unprecedented high level. 
Mutual Aid calls (cover assignments) more than doubled from the 
previous year. It is apparent that the whole region experienced 
an increase in service demand for 1995. Firefighter/Inspector 
Ron Hoegen has reported that inspections and permit issuance 
increased for the year. New construction and heating conversions 
from electric to oil or propane systems were the primary factors. 
Ron has done an excellent job of keeping up with the increased 
workload and further developing the public education and 
awareness programs relating to fire safety. 


During 1996, we will continue to provide services second to none 
to the community. The members bring with them the necessary 
level of skill, thoroughness, allegiance, and leadership to 
provide first-rate service unparallelled by any other 
organization. The new year will be another year of change as we 
continue to position and re-structure.the organization for the 
future. I look forward to facing these challenges together, ever 
striving to improve the quality of life in our community.

Development activity continued at ae steady pace, albeit 
dramatically slower than the mid-80s. Long-range planning and 
land use regulations are becoming more important as the number of 
large buildable tracts of land Gwindles, and the town’s 
population grows. The Board will continue its update of the 
Town’s Master Plan and review of zoning and subdivision 
regulations to ensure the needs of the residents are met’ today 
and in the foreseeable future. 


Zoning regulations to control business activity in town are to be 
decided by the voters this March. The Board has proposed a 
change to the zoning ordinances which would relax the current 
home-based occupation regulations. This attempts to recognize 
the advances of technology and the economic changes which are 
making these businesses more popular and less intrusive upon 
their neighbors. Additionally, the Board was asked by the 
Selectmen to prepare an ordinance which would limit and regulate 
casual sales in town. The voters will be asked to decide the 
future direction of the town in these matters. 


The Board would like to thank the members of the Capital 
Improvements Program Committee, especially its chair, Ron Coish, 
for their efforts. The CIP is a critical piece of the town’s 
planning, which integrates long-range capital needs with the 
financial constraints of a set portion of the tax rate. The CIP 
this year is the successful result of a cooperative effort 
between all the elements in the town’s government. 


Town-wide planning reached well beyond the regular activities of 
the Planning Board this year. By year-end, the model for the new 
town land center was taking shape, the Library Trustees were 
preparing plans for the new facility, and all the town’s 
residents waited for the state’s decision on the fate of Route 
111 through Windham. Planning will continue to be a concern of 
the town, not merely a duty of the Planning Board. 
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I would like to thank the members of the Planning Board, as well 
as the staff of the Planning Department and the RPC commissioners 
for their commitment and efforts this year. 


Frank Keefe, Bob Thorndike, and Mona Feciuch have been a valuable 
resource for the Board and the town. In addition to Dan Quinlan, 
Windham was well-represented by Tom Case and Fred. Noyles as 
Rockingham County Planning Commissioners. 


Planning Board members are Sally D’Angelo, Steve Thornton, Tom 
Case, Alan Kachanian, Bruce Richardson, Doug Barker (Selectmen’s 
representative), Mary Griffin (secretary), Jim Pocklingten 
(vice-chairman), and Diane Gardner (chairman). I would like to 
recognize their commitment and contribution to the town’s 
planning efforts during this past year.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT REPORT 


There has not been an increase over the last year in waste 
disposal system failures. 


Dye testing was done to investigate contamination of wells from 
waste disposal systems and corrective measures were taken to 
eliminate the source of contamination. 


There were 115 permits which involved 230 inspections and 118 
Plus test pits were viewed. A 17% increase in sewage permits 
over last year was realized, with most of the increase of permits 
for new dwellings. 


There were no incidents of rabies for the year. 
There were many complaints about the smell from the spreading of 
Sludge at Lot 3-A-800, 122 North Lowell Road. This is an 
on-going problem being looked into at the State level and 
resolved by ordinance at the Town level.

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RECYCLING/TRANSFER STATION REPORT 


The year 1995 was a year for unprecedented income - $103,559.57! 
Income was up almost 168% from $61,713.00. Paper prices went 
from $35/ton to $14@/ton, then down to $10/ton. Plastic prices 
are up modestly. We have been receiving higher income from 
aluminum cans, since we now bale and deliver them to market. 


Our affiliation with Northeast Resource Recovery Association has 
benefited us in several ways this year. They have enabled us to 
increase plastic revenues’ through their marketing program, 
prevented us from having to pay to recycle paper, given us access 
to a source of inexpensive baling wire, and helped us start a 
pilot project recycling all consumer electronics, except 
televisions. 


Total tonnage shipped for the year is down from 5,014 to 4,645, 
because the largest local contractor did not deliver trash or 
recycling for a few months, and we ended the year with a large 
amount of recyclables nearly ready to ship.

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WELFARE REPORT — 


Town Welfare is available to assist individuals and families when 
emergencies exist in their particular circumstances and they are 
unable to provide for their basic necessities. Unlike past 
years, 1995 showed a decrease in the number of clients seeking 
general assistance. 


Our program offers temporary assistance by providing vouchers for 
food, shelter, heat, utilities, and other necessities to 
residents who are experiencing financial difficulty. We also 
assist these people in obtaining more permanent help by referring 
them to agencies that provide food stamps, AFDC, fuel assistance, 
medical aid, job search services, and job training. 


In 1995, the Town assisted 42 households at a total cost of 
S32, 520500 For comparison purposes, the Town assisted 49 
households in 1994 at a total cost of $47,709.64. The priorities 
were vouchers for food, housing and utility expenditures. Of the 
total amount expended, the Town was reimbursed $1,856.83 by 
applicants who have received assistance in past years. 


During the Thanksgiving and Christmas seasons, various groups and 
private individuals in Town donated turkeys and presents to many 
needy families. Without the generosity of these people, the 
holiday season would have been empty for many. On behalf of the 
Town, I extend a heart felt thanks for your support. 


In 1996, the Town will continue to pledge our support and 
whatever efforts are required to help those in need. We are 
cautiously optimistic that the downward trend will continue, and 
have developed our 1996 budget request accordingly.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


1995 was a year of changes, large and small, at the Nesmith 
Library. In January, a new director, Marc Lankin, was appointed 
to head the Library. In November, Nancy Berry, the Library’s 
beloved Assistant Director, retired after years of dedicated 
service. In between, the possibility of having a new facility 
became tangible, andthe Director and staff have been working 
hand-in-hand with the Trustees and the Building Committee to 
create plans for the best possible facility to take to Town 
Meeting in March. 


We welcomed three new Trustees to our Board in 1995. Joyce Wilt, 
Lucie lLachance and Debra Desrosiers have added their enthusiasm 
and commitment to the Nesmith Library family. 


On the programming side, continued lack of meeting space and 
unfinished ADA work have prevented us from holding many programs 
in the library. Children’s story hours were very successful, 
however, and a program on estate planning, which was held in Town 
Hall, was well received. A highlight of the year for our patrons 
was the case display of Papier Mache art by Windham artist, Mary 
Long. The Christmas crafts, sponsored by the Friends, had 
another popular run, with all programs filled. 


We have begun to update our reference collection this year, and 
to bolster collections in areas such as computers and business. 
A variety of new resources have been added to the Library’s mix. 
The Infolink database provides referral service to social 
service, governmental and community organizations. Our Article 
Express service, sponsored by the State Library, provides access 
to journal and magazine articles to patrons doing research, often 
within an hour. Thanks to the generosity of F.L.O.W., a new 
computer now sits in the children’s room, available for use with 
a small, but growing, collection of CD-ROM software, as well as 
word processing and children’s games. Twenty-four new magazine 
titles were added to our collection for leisure reading. 


Library usage this year has again reached a new plateau. We 
circulated 79,307 books, added 477 new patrons, and reached a 
physical limit on available space for new books. Our video 


collection received a generous donation from the Friends, and 
other patrons have generously contributed to our audio and 
software collections. 


In keeping with planning for the Library’s future, we are 


exploring how we could implement Internet service, and provide 
public fax service.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEES' REPORT 


This has been another busy year for your elected Library Trustees 
as we endeavor to meet our statutory duty to manage the budget 
and facilities of the Nesmith Library, and provide a growing 
community with adequate library services to meet the needs of 
Windham residents. We meet the second Tuesday of each month at 
7:30 pm at the Library; meetings are open to the public and 
minutes are posted. 


Our new Library Director Marc Lankin has been here one year and 
has blended his administrative duties with active participation 
in the community and with leadership in helping the development 
of plans for a new Library, to be built on land in the new town 
complex. 


Nancy Berry, Assistant Librarian, who so ably served the town in 
many capacities at the Library for 24 years, decided to retire 
this fall. We thank her for her many years of dedicated service 
and wish she and her husband a happy retirement. 


We are saddened by the deaths of former Trustees Sherburne Mace 
and Daniel Quinlan, and we acknowledge their many hours of 
valuable service to the Library and to Windham. 


This year, circulation has reached 80,000 with 477 new cards 
issued. Improvements to the building included: construction of 
a handicapped accessible bathroom; exterior painting; and 
pointing of stone work. A new computer system was purchased, and 
we thank Peter Martella for volunteering as our consultant and 
training all the staff on the new system. 


Lack of space has curtailed adult and children’s programs. We 
apologize for the programs that had to be cancelled due to space 
constraints. 


The Nesmith Library has served the town well in its 96-year 
history but, unfortunately, it is quite inadequate to even house 
the existing collections, staff and programs. When the Library 
was built in 1899, the population was about 900, while today it 
is 10,500. The current building does not meet the needs of 
Windham for a library in the 199@s and beyond. 


Our 16-member Building Committee, under the chairmanship of Andre 
Dufour, has been meeting weekly with Trustees, Library Director, 
Architect Dennis Mires, and others to develop a plan for a new 
library. 


Trustees are most grateful to the committee for the many long 
hours they have spent, their diligence to detail, and commitments 
to the project to bring forth a flexible plan for a new building 
that is practical, efficient, and meets the needs for more space 
and a better library, within the sum the Capital Improvements 
Committee has outlined. 
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To our staff, we extend appreciation for your dedicated service, 
even in times of constraints. 


Again this year, we thank the Windham Senior Citizens for 
allowing us to use their facilities for some of the Children’s 
programs. 


Thank you to the Friends of the Library for their volunteer hours 
and numerous gifts, including a variety of passes to Museums, 
Planetariums, and Nature Centers; a new children’s computer 
system with software, expressly for their use; and continuing the 
Rent -A-Book program. 


To our friends who have contributed time, books, materials and 
programs to the library, we say a most sincere THANK YOU.

At our last Town Elections, John X. Doherty was elected to a 
three year term. Gail Webster was elected chairperson; John xX. 
Doherty, vice-chairperson; and Marcia Levy, secretary, by the 
Trustees. 


Hager-Richter Geoscience Inc. was contracted to radar the 
cemeteries for location of burials. This process was needed 
to have records as accurate as possible, since there were no 
burial records prior to 199@. All areas now have magnetic 
circles implanted which are needed for winter burials. 


Tri-Town Landscare has continued with maintenance of the grounds, 
which have been reloamed and split seeded. 


In early spring of 1995, open public meetings, as well as 
workshops, were held to discuss the removal of all shrubs’) and 
bushes in the cemeteries. The Trustees feel they are causing 
maintenance problems, as well as lifting head stones caused from 
the overgrowth of the plant roots. After many meetings with 
residents and families of loved ones, it was agreed to leave all 
the present plantings except those which people requested 
removed. There will be no future plantings allowed at any grave 
site in any of the cemeteries. 


The Trustees are adding a line item to the budget to cover 
vandalism. The hearse house has to be repainted, lights once 
again repaired, and roadways cleaned, due to vandals. The 
Trustees ask for your help - if you see anyone in the cemeteries 
that SHOULD NOT be there, please call the police. 


During 1995, there were 25 burials (11 winter). The blanket that 
allows us to do winter burials has been well worth the 
investment.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


PLAN REVIEW AND WETLANDS PERMIT ACTIVITY 


Development appears to be on the upswing, as evidenced by an 
increase in the number of development plans and dredge and fill 
applications reviewed by the Commission in 1995. Nineteen plans 
were submitted to the Commission by the Planning Board for 
review and comment. Of these, four were for commercial projects 
and the remainder were residential subdivisions, ranging from two 
to fourteen lots in size. Eleven dredge and fill applications 
were reviewed by the Commission for the state’s Wetlands’ Board. 
The scope of work for these projects ranged from small wetlands 
filling for driveway crossings, to work in Canobie Lake, which 
could represent a major impact to the lake and _ surrounding 
wetlands. 


As well as the plans formally submitted for review by the 
Planning Board, five preliminary development proposals were 
presented by developers to the Commission for comment. 


In November, the Commission reviewed and commented to the State 
of New Hampshire, Division of Transportation, on the draft 
environmental impact statement prepared for the Route 111 By-Pass 
project. 


To assist in our plan reviews, the Commission made on-site field 
visits to seventeen individual sites. Several sites were visited 
several times. 


CONSERVATION LANDS 


The Deer Leap and Foster’s Pond natural areas continue to be 
heavily utilized resources for the town. The trail systems’ for 
both areas are well established, and will require some 
maintenance in 1996. Foster’s Pond, in particular, is a magnet 
which draws both fisherman and canoeists, alike. 


Nest boxes for wood ducks were constructed and installed at 
Foster’s Pond by the N.H. Fish and Game Department, as well as 
by Scout Bill Callahan, who made this effort his Eagle Scout 
project. These boxes will hopefully boost the population of wood 
ducks, increasing the diversity at Foster’s Pond. 


A Boy Scout troop. and Girl Scout troop have undertaken 
stewardship activities at both Deer Leap and Foster’s Pond as a 
community service. Their efforts are a major contribution in 
helping the Commission maintain these areas. 


Last spring, thanks to Ronnie Abdinoor’s generous donation of 
brook and rainbow trout, and under the guidance of Officer Rich 
Marcoux, the outfall stream at Foster’s Pond, as well as several 
other stream locations in town, were stocked by the Commission. 
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The Commission has prepared a warrant article for the 1996 Town 
Meeting, proposing a land swap of approximately two acres of land 
at the Foster’s Pond natural area for up to twenty acres of 
undeveloped private land which is adjacent to Foster’s Pond. The 
intent of the proposal is to get the entire established hiking 
trail, which circles the pond, under town ownership. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


The Commission participated in the annual spring run-off canoe 
trip down Beaver Brook in March with members of the Conservation 
Commissions from Derry and Londonderry. We celebrated Earth Day 
on April 22nd by sponsoring a well attended nature walk to the 
Mitchell’s Pond area. 


At the 1995 Town Meeting, the public voted to support the 
Commission’s initiative to deposit a percentage of the Current 
Use Change Tax into the Conservation Land Acquisition Fund. The ~- 
amount received in 1995 was $7,696.40. 


Last summer, the Commission sponsored two Windham school students 
to attend the New Hampshire 4H UNH Conservation Camp which was 
held in Bear Brook State Park in Allenstown, NH. 


Commission members participated on the Forestry Committee 
evaluating proposals for the development of a forest management 
plan for selected town-owned parcels, and work was started by the 
Commission on rewriting the soils and development and water 
resources sections of the town master plan.

During 1995, we continued to offer programs in skiing, 
basketball, swimming, tennis, track, trips, musical programs, and 
in many other areas. The activity of the year award again goes 
to the tree lighting. Santa continued to be a hit to all. 
Thanks go to Tom Case, Harron Cable and Rudy Pivovar for all the 
help with decorating the town complex. 


Our musical programs in 1995 were met with a great response. The 
performance by Joanne Katsoulis in "Melodies of Love", and the 
December performance by Donna Lombardo with the Merrimack Valley 
Woodwind Trio in “Music of the Holidays", were both very 
Successful. For these performances we thank Rudy Pivovar for his 
special talents in transforming the Town Hall into an elegant 
reception hall and a holiday wonderland. 


The “Windham Talent Express" drama group continues under the 
direction of Lynn Wunderli. Don’t miss an opportunity to see 
this group perform. 


The Easter Egg Hunt, Fourth of July Field Day, Christmas Tree 
Lighting, Little Red Wagon, and beach activities continue to 
provide for all ages to come together in friendship. 


The summer programs at the beach facility are by far the most 
visible, and most used recreational opportunity we offer. Five 
hundred families enjoyed the Town Beach in 1995. The swimming 
program continues to be filled to capacity, and the picnics for 
the Seniors continued to be a fun time for all. 


The recreational basketball program continues to grow. We have 
over 350 participants in this program. All three schools’ see 
basketball action on Saturday and Sunday during the winter from 
the Recreational Basketball League, along with the travel and 
tournament team, and the second grade basketball clinic.

ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To vote by ballot on the following amendments to the Windham Zoning Ordinance 
and Zoning District Map as submitted by Petition under RSA 675:4. 


PETITION #1. Presented by Andre Dufour and others "To see if the Town will vote to amend the 


Town of Windham Zoning Ordinance and Land Use Regulations". Amend section VII-C so as to 
reduce the side and rear setback requirements for an accessory building from 30 feet to 5 feet. Said 
accessory building shall not exceed 200 square feet. Any accessory building in excess of 200 
square feet shall be subject to the front, side, and rear requirements applicable to the principle 
building. 

NOT RECOMMENDED BY THE PLANNING BOARD 


ARTICLE 3. To vote by ballot on the following amendments to the Windham Zoning Ordinance 
and Zoning District Map as proposed by the Planning Board. 


AMENDMENT 41. 
Amend Section VI B.1.f. by deleting first paragraph in its entirety and inserting new paragraph 


to read as follows: 


a Home Occupation shall be permitted by Special Exception only, by application by 


the property owner. Permits shall be granted to the owners of single family units — 


and be valid for a period of two (2) years. The Code Enforcement Administrator 
shall grant extensions in two (2) year increments, providing all provisions of the 
original permit are being complied with. 


A Home Occupation shall be carried on by the occupant only, within a single family 
dwelling and shall not change the residential character thereof. No exterior 
renovations or construction, nor the public display of goods or wares or the exterior 
storage of material will be permitted. The Home Occupation shall not occupy more 
than twenty-five percent (25%) of the normal living area of the dwelling. Only 
members of the occupant's immediate family residing on the property may be 
employed, except upon request, the Zoning Board of Adjustment is authorized to 
permit the employment of two (2) additional employees. In considering a Special 
Exception for a Home Occupation, the Zoning Board of Adjustment shall consider, 
in addition to the requirements set forth above, whether the proposed Home 
Occupation will adversely affect the property involved, or neighboring properties, 


by reason of any unusual sight, light, noise, smell, traffic or other effect of the Home — a 
Occupation. The Zoning Board of Adjustment shall consider the recommendation a 
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of the Code Enforcement Administrator as to the adequacy of the water, sewage 
disposal system, driveway entrances and off street parking for the anticipated use. 
The Zoning Board of Adjustment may impose such conditions and restrictions as it 
deems desirable or necessary to protect the residential character of the 
neighborhood. 


AMENDMENT # 2. 
Amend Section II, Definitions, by deleting “Customary Home Occupation” and inserting the 
following in place thereof: 


Home Occupation: An occupation for gain or support conducted on the premises by 
the members of a family residing on said property.

AMENDMENT # 4. 
Amend Section VI A.4., Wetland and Watershed Protection District Regulations, by deleting “e.” 
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in its entirety and the first sentence of “f.” and redesignating “f.” to “e.” and “g.” to “‘f.” and “h.” to 
eo.” 

AMENDMENT #5. 

Amend Section IX, Board of Adjustment, by deleting everything after the caption, and 
replacing it with the following: 


A. Establishment - A Board of Adjustment shall be established in accordance with chapter 
673 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, and shall exercise all duties and functions 
granted to it and the Building Code Board of Appeals under the provisions of Title 
LXIV of the Revised Statutes Annotated. The following administrative provisions 
shall govern the Board of Adjustment: 


1. The Board shall adopt Rules of Procedure in accordance with RSA 676:1, 
which shall not be inconsistent with the laws of the State of New Hampshire 
or any other provision contained therein. 


2. The Rules of Procedure of the Board shall provide for the election of a 
Chairman, Vice Chairman, and Secretary at the Board's first meeting 
following the annual appointment/re-appointment of members. 


3. The Secretary of the Board of Adjustment shall keep minutes of the Board's 
proceedings, showing the vote of each member upon every question, or if 
absent or failing to vote, indicating that fact. The Secretary shall keep 
records of the Board's examinations and official actions, all of which shall 
be public record. 
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B. Meetings - Meetings of the Board shall be held as provided in the Rules of Procedure 
in conformance with the time requirements of State law. 


C. Decision - The concurring vote of three (3) members of the Board of Adjustment shall 
be necessary to reverse any order, requirement, decision, or determination of the 
administrative officer, or to decide in favor of the applicant on any matter upon 
which it is required to pass, in accordance with the provisions of this Ordinance. 


D. Appeals - Appeals to the Board of Adjustment may be taken by any person aggrieved, 
or by an officer, department, board, or bureau of the municipality affected by any 
decision of the administrative officer. Such appeals shall be governed by the 
following deadlines: 


1. Appeals of any decision to issue a permit shall be made within five (5) 
days of the issuance of same, provided the application for such a permit 
has been posted at least five (5) days in advance of issuance as provided 
in local rules of Procedure. 


2. Appeals of decisions of a building official finding or determining a 
violation of the building code or local land use Ordinance shall be filed 
within ten (10) days of written notice sent by such official finding or 
declaring a notice of violation. 


Such appeals shall be on forms as promulgated by the Board, by filing with the Board and 
the officer from whom an appeal is taken. 


E. Hearing on Appeals - Upon receipt of an Appeal, the Board of Adjustment shall q 
schedule a public hearing, giving the notice, and within the time as required under 
RSA 676:7. The Board's Rules of Procedure shall address the conduct of the public 
hearing. 


F, Duration of Approvals - Any variance or special exception granted by the Board of 
Adjustment shall be terminated one (1) year from its issuance by the Board of 
Adjustment and recorded with the Town clerk unless the variance or special 
exception granted has been exercised by the recipient. However, this Section shall 
not preclude the earlier invalidity of a variance or special exception if prior to its 
exercise by the recipient the circumstances in existence at the time or its issuance 
have altered appreciably. 


AMENDMENT #6. 


Amend Section VII, Development of Sites and Locations of Buildings and Structures, by adding 
new subsection “N.” to read as follows: 


N. Casual Sales: 


Permit Required - The conduct of casual sales within the Town of Windham shall require issuance 
of a permit by the Windham Building Department. The following provisions apply to casual sale 
permits: 
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1) The Building Department shall be responsible for the preparation and issuance of a 
standard application and permit form. 


2) A fee for the handling and filing of such permits shall be determined and established 
by the Board of Selectmen. The procedure to adopt or change any fees shall be the 
same as that used to establish or change building permit fees. 


3) Any permit issued shall be issued in the name of the applicant who shall be the 
owner of the property where the sale is to take place. Such permits shall be non- 
renewable and non- transferable to another person or address. 


4) The Building Department shall issue permits upon payment of the required fee, 
and shall maintain a record or log of such permits issued in the property file for each 
_ property location within the Town. 


Permitted Sales - Casual sales allowed with the required permit under the Ordinance shall be in th 
following categories: | 7 


Class-I Yard/Garage Sale - The casual sale of household and personal items of the 
resident/owner at his/her place of domicile. Yard/garage sales shall be permitted for a 
total period of sixteen (16) hours on two (2) consecutive days. No more than three (3) 
permits may be issued to any one residence address within any twelve (12) month 
period. 


The permit for Class I sales shall be posted in a conspicuous location on site. 


Class-II Rummage Sale/Tag Sale and similar fund-raising efforts conducted by non- 
profit corporations registered with the New Hampshire Secretary of State or other 
similar organizations, such as churches, church related organizations, local and national 
service clubs, organizations designed to support municipal or charitable objectives. 


The permit for Class II sales shall be posted in a conspicuous location on site. 


Class-III Casual Sale of Automobiles, trailers, boats, other vehicles or vessels which 
customarily require state license or registration to operate. The following: specific 
provisions govern the sales under this paragraph: 


1) Such personal property must be personally owned by the resident/owner or be 
of immediate family ownership as evidenced by a title or registration. Immediate 
family shall be the resident/owner, spouse, child, grandchild, parent or 
grandparent. 


(a) A continuous offer for sale of different such items shall be inconsistent 
with the intent of casual sale and will not be permitted (being contrary to the 


zoning requirements). 


(b) Agents, dealers, brokers and salesmen are specifically excluded from 
carrying out casual sales in their business capacity under these regulations. 
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2) Only one (1) vehicle may be offered for such casual sale at one time. (The laws 
relating to unregistered vehicles, junkyards, licensed dealers, etc., shall apply in all 
instances.) 


3) No more than two (2) permits may be issued to any one residence address 
within any twelve (12) month period. 


4) The permit for Class III sales shall be posted on the unit offered for sale. 


Public Safety Conditions - The Police Chief or his designated safety officer shall have the authority 
to review any public safety hazards caused by the exercise of a casual sale permit and may order the 
revocation of any permit which, in his/her judgment, poses a safety hazard. 


Enforcement - Compliance with the terms of this Ordinance shall be enforced by the Code 
Enforcement Administrator, with the active support of the Windham Police Department. 
Because the sales permitted hereunder are considered variations from the general provisions of the 
Zoning Ordinance, violations shall be prosecuted as violations of the Zoning Ordinance under the 
provisions of RSA 676, including the right to injunctive relief, and civil penalties of up to $100 per 
day, and may be prosecuted as a criminal violation.

d. Brook or Stream: A brook or stream is a scoured natural or artificial channel 
indicating periods of concentrated water flow that has a contributory drainage area of 10 
acres or more containing a wetland as defined in Section VI A.2.a. of this ordinance. 
See appendix to section VI A.2.1 number 4. | 


Methodology for determining the WWPD around a brook or stream as defined in Section VI A.2.d. 
the Town of Windham Zoning Ordinance and Land Use Regulations. 


Method: Trace the channel upstream to the point where the contributory drainage area to the 
channel equals 10 acres. If there are no wetlands or ponds in this ten acres, the WWPD ends here. © 
If there are wetlands or ponds in this ten acres, but they are less than one acre in size, the WWPD 
ends here. If the wetlands or ponds are greater than one acre in size, the WWPD extends along the 
channel and includes the wetlands and ponds.

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CABLE ADVISORY COMMITTEE REPORT 


In the past year, we have improved the quality of our shows in 
both the production and technical aspects. Also, we have gotten 
HanronesCables.vtos fix! >the areas of transmission that were 
troublesome, so that the end product to the Windham viewer is 
much better. 


We have done more live’ shows than ever before, and by 
resurrecting the old BY1@ cameras, we have had the luxury of 
having a third or fourth camera. This has enabled us to have 
cover shots so there is amore relaxed atmosphere when our 
volunteers direct. 


The addition of the MX-1 switcher and companion titler has’ made 
remotes less of a hassle, with the need for less wiring and the 
ability of taking different feeds, as was the case in the Route 
111 By-pass presentation by the State. 


The Mass at St. Matthew Church is now done from the choir loft 
as the MX-1 enables us to tape with cameras having better zoom 
ratios. Also, it can now be played two hours later on Saturday 
night. Remotes are easier since we now just use one Field Box 
instead of the old heavy 2 Field Boxes. 


The control room is now set up so that we can "dub" easily from 
Hi-8 to SVHS to VHS or 3/4 to VHS with little effort. 


The new audio board has helped tremendously the quality of audio 
to tape or out live. The movement of the audio mixer into the 
control room has now put us in a more professional mode, and into 
the real way all studios are set up. 


The equipment donated to us has helped do some of the above and, 
in the future, it will be used for the new studio. With the 
three cameras and other equipment received from WHDH-TV, it is 
possible to have two. studios, three Edit Suites, and an 
Announcer Booth. 


Last year also took us on the road more than ever, with Mary 
Griffin at the Boston Marathon, Canobie Lake, the political 
rallies, and interviews with Bob Dole, Elizabeth Dole, Dan 
Quayle, and Jay Yennaco. Special live events included: the 39th 
Army Band, concerts, the Strawberry Festival, the Fire Prevention 
shows, Christmas recitals, Christmas Tree Lighting. Cablecasting 
of all Selectmen’s and School Board meetings continues, as well 
as the annual Town and School District meetings.

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION REPORT 


In 1995, the Historic District Commission aggressively sought to 
protect, preserve and perpetuate the Town’s historical character 
and structures. The scope of the activities stretched from 
Simple repairs to proactive opposition to various attempts to 
destroy the precious few historical properties that remain within 
the town. 


Some of the highlights: 


The HDC took a position to oppose the Rte 111 bypass since its 
construction would have severely impacted Windham’s historical 
sites and character. Virtually every historic site in Windham 
would have been adversely affected by the proposed construction. 
The Commission expressed its opposition at the Rte 111 public 
hearing held October 20th, as well as in a letter sent to 
Executive Councilor Griffin. 


In support of Windham’s Planning Board, the Commission 
contributed a narrative for inclusion in the Town’s Master Plan. 
All of Windham’s historical houses were identified so that the 
town could more effectively preserve its historical structures 
without impacting future planning and development. 


Working with the Historical Committee, the Commission 
participated in the Searles School restoration process, as 
authorized by Town Meeting 1995. Additionally, the Commission 
worked with various town organizations and departments to 
coordinate the following repairs or renovations: 


1. A handicap ramp serving the two historic Bartley complex 
building (currently occupied by the Senior Citizens and 
Building Department. 


2. Renovations to the exterior stone and woodwork of the 
Nesmith Library. 


3. Restoration of the town common, specifically the removal 
of the snow fence, rebuilding the stone work within 
Collins Brook, and maintenance and repair of other 
structures and landscape. 


4. Repairs and minor restoration to the Bartley House 
(Planning Dept.) including foundation and other exterior 
and interior work. The exterior was also cleaned and 
the shutters replaced. 


5. For the Town Hall, general landscaping improvements 
were made, including the camouflaging of a propane 
tank located behind the building. 


Through the earnest efforts of the Commission, the last remaining 


stone bridge in the town (located on Cobbetts Pond Road) was 
saved from being destroyed through replacement by the New 


a7 


Hampshire Department of Transportation. Working with the 
Selectmen, we are pleased to report that this historical 
Significant structure, which was a gift to the town, will be 
restored and preserved for future generations to enjoy. 


The Commission also participated in the forming of the conceptual 
plan for the new town complex. Specific care was taken to ensure 
that Windham’s Historic District was tied in with the new 
complex. This work, which was done with the Turner Group, 
actually began with the Commission’s participation in the 
Stewardship Charrette which was held at the beginning of the 
year. The participants in the charrette, and the many planning 
groups that were formed, all concluded that preserving Windham’s 
historic character was paramount. This unanimous conclusion was 
remarkable because each of the stewardship’s groups - while 
working independently from each other - arrived to the same 
consensus.

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WINDHAM HISTORIC COMMITTEE REPORT 


This year, the Historic Committee has been actively involved with 
Architect Rich Monahon and the building contractor in overseeing 
the progress of the first phase of the Searles Building 
restoration. 


The construction and restoration is on schedule and work crews 
are expected to be through by the beginning of March. Included 
in the initial phase were: a new heating system and boiler, new 
electrical Wiring, plumbing, handicapped access bathrooms, 
kitchen, repairs to interior stonework, and installation of a 
handicapped 1ift. 


In April, the Historic Committee will hold an Open House and 
other fund-raising events are being planned. Two weddings and 
two showers have already been booked at Searles, and we look 
forward to many more events of this type.

MARCH 24, 1995 


The Annual School District Meeting was called to order by School 
District Moderator Elizabeth Dunn at 7:45 PM. Present were 
School District Clerk, School Board Members, School District 
Attorney, Superintendent and Business Administrator. 


Salute to the flag presented by Regan Bartlett and Jeremy Scott, 
President and Vice President of the Student Council. 


Moderator Dunn requested non-voters sit in designated area. 


ART. #1 - Motion made and seconded "To see if the Windham School 
District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two 
Hundred Fifty Thousand Dollars ($25@,000.) for construction of a 
School Administration office; said sum to be in addition to any 
federal, state or private funds made available therefore, and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than Two Hundred Fifty 
Thousand Dollars ($250,000.) of bonds or notes in accordance with 
the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and 
authorize the School Board to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon."

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SCHOOL BOARD'S REPORT 


This year, the Windham School District has continued to strive 
for excellence in education while keeping costs under control. 
The board continues to support innovative ideas in education as 
our school population has grown almost 5% this year to 1782 
students. We built a new SAU building in Windham this year, have 
involved the community in our Framework for quality program, 
started a summer school program and sent our second class of high 
school freshmen to Salem High. 


In March, the voters agreed that building our own SAU building 
was a superior idea to paying rent. This spring and _ summer, 
contracting the building ourselves and subcontracting services, 
we built a 4000 square foot office building on Haverhill Road. 
The building houses SAU #28 which services the Windham and Pelham 
School Districts. Windham owns the building which also has a 
staff training center and an excellent meeting room which many 
groups in town have used. 


In May, the School Board, Administrators and Staff hosted a 
community forum to gather input from the town on their ideas on 
quality education. The output from this meeting were many ideas 
about quality education. This information was tabulated and 
categorized. The school board then advertised for community 
members and staff to form planning teams. The planning teams are 
taking the output from the community forum and making plans to 
make these ideas happen. These plans will be submitted to the 
school board and in the fall of 1996 school teams will further 
refine these ideas to make them happen. 


A very successful summer school program was offered this summer, 
primarily based at Golden Brook School. The offerings were 
mainly enrichment and recreational. The program was open to 
pre-schoolers through high-school students from Windham, then 
Opened to participants from other towns. There were 36 course 
offerings and 550 participants. This program is self-supporting, 
directed by Paula Renda and Judy Newcomb, and will be expanding 
this year. 


In addition to the summer school program, we had staff members 
who attended the Summer Institute, which is an intensive week of 
technical training put on by our Technology Director Karl Haven. 
There was also staff working to improve and revise our language 
arts and math curriculum to align these areas of study with the 
Curriculum Frameworks developed by the State. The Department of 
Education statewide improvement and assessment program in the 
form of a standardized test will be given to our third graders 
and for the first time this year to our sixth and tenth graders. 


Our second class of freshmen are now enrolled at Salem High and 
the feedback we receive is very positive. Salem is expanding 
their staff and programs to accommodate their increasing 
enrollment. The school board has met with Salem’s School Board 


99. 


to discuss curriculum, budget and the minimum writing proficiency 
now required for graduation from Salem High. We intend to 
continue the positive communication between the two school boards 
and the community for completing our smooth transition over the 
next several years. 


The many committees that are part of the schools and some 
sponsored by the school board were also very busy this year. The 
communications committee published a booklet "About Our Schools” 
and have it widely available. It explains our logistics, 
programs and philosophy. The middle school had a math review 
committee which revised the criteria for the pre-algebra and 
algebra program. This was accepted by the school board in the 
Spring. The technology committee reviewed and revised the 
five-year plan and placed emphasis this year on building 
infrastructure for telecommunications for administrative, staff 
and students use. 


The school board this year welcomed Marcia Unger. She replaced 
long time advocate for children Janis Balke. Thanks go to 
Anthony Massahos for his school board term. Upon his resignation 
the school board appointed Andrew Desrosiers to fill in until the 
school board elections. We dedicated the Golden Brook library to 
Jim Burns, a long time teacher in Windham. We also wish to 
remember the passing of Teresa Barry, a long-time teacher in the 
Windham School District. 


The Board appreciates the hard work of our leadership team, our 
dedicated faculty and staff, our P.T.A., and the many volunteers 


who serve on committees and assist in school activities. We 
would like to thank the cablecasters for their help in spreading 
our words. It is through our combined efforts that our’ school 


system has quality programs and continues to strive LOG 
excellence for the children and community of Windham.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
To the Citizens of Windhan: 


I respectfully submit this annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools to the residents of Windham. 


Progress towards the twenty-first century finds us dealing with 
improving programs, creating new opportunities for school 
children, revising curricula, and developing long-range Plans for 
the disrict. 


Voters at the March 1995 annual school district meeting approved 
a bond issues topnconst rucbadasebui ldingento house School 
Administrative Unit Twenty Eight. We were successful in bringing 
this project in under budget and have been occupying these new 
quarters since mid-August. We held an Open House this fall and 
extend an invitation to those of you who missed it to stop by and 
see how well your tax dollars have been spent. We are pleased 
that many community organizations have been using meeting space 
in the new building almost since the day we moved in. I would 
like to take this opportunity to acknowledge the invaluable 
contsibut fonsei6fseMr Frank Keefe to this project. Our 
unofficial "clerk of the works", Frank helped to solve many 
problems and his advice and counsel were greatly appreciated. 


A twenty-page booklet, "About Your Schools", was created and 
published, thanks to the school: dist sictis Communication 
Committee. This document reflected a great deal of work by 


committee members Nancy Smith, Lucie Lachance, Barbara Culleton, 
Marcia Unger and Theodore Prizio. The district is indebted to 
these people for this informative work. If anyone not receiving 
a copy wishes to have one, please contact the SAU office.

Historically, the following has been true of our enrollments: 
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The overall growth of the district continues to meet expectations 
although not always at the grade levels anticipated. We frankly 
projected greater growth in grade one than we received, but 
growth overall in grades two through twelve exceeded what was 
predicted, resulting LUinfaete: total enrollment increase of 
seventy-six students over September of 1994; or four more than 
projected. 


The Windham School District Technology Plan II, approved by the 
School Board in March, outlines a unique approach to integrating 
technology into the teaching and learning processes. This guide 
emphasized the need for updating equipment and training teachers, 
both of which are being made possible by combining. school 
district funds with grant monies. Week long summer programs have 
provided staff with training on the equipment that focused on 
integrating technology into the curriculum as an efficient tool 
for learning. The key to this initiative is developing the 
capacities of our instructional staff just as we expect to 
develop those of our students. During and after the training 
staff members were able to incorporate laser discs, C-D ROM, 
electronic mail, word processing, data base, and spreadsheets 
into a wide varity of teaching units. Overhead projectors, LCD 
panels and computers have also been added to the strategies for 
many units; introducing students to multimedia in all grades. 
Projects range from telecommunications projects in science to 
assembling multimedia presentations comparing student art work 
with that of famous masters. From researching people and places 
in New Hampshire to improving study and organizational skills, 
our students and their teachers are learning to take advantage of 
technology to extend and enrich our instructional programs. 


You will recall previous mention of Project R.I.S.E.; a National 
Science Foundation funded program brought to Windham teachers 
through our regional collaborative, the Southeast Regional 
Educational Service Center CS. BARE Stes): This program, 
designed to improve science instruction in elementary and middle 
school classrooms, is ending in March of 1996 and our task 
becomes to spread this new knowledge into each elementary 
Classroom by using the special skills and knowledge of the 
teachers who have been trained for this purpose. Se REE AGuCe 
is now in the process of seeking a second grant from the National 
Science Foundation for a five-year project called "Bridges". 
This project, if funded, will emphasize teacher training, 
integration of mathematics and science, and articulation of 
curriculum and methodology from first grade through twelfth 
grade. In addition to teachers from the S.E.R.E.S.C. districts, 
like ourselves, this initiative will also extend the opportunity 
to teachers at both Salem High School and Pinkerton Academy. 


The New Hampshire Educational Improvement and Assessment Program, 
developed by the State Department of Education, consists of two 
initiatives that affect us here in Windham. The first is our 
participation in the statewide testing program in grade three 
during 1994 and 1995, which expands to include grade six in 1996. 
This testing program has been developed specifically for New 
Hampshire students and is remarkably different from the 
standardized achievement tests that we have traditionally used 
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both in format and in rigor. The 1995 Windham third graders 
improved upon the strong showing of their 1994 counterparts and 
we expect that trend to continue as we work to align our 
curriculum with the New Hampshire State Frameworks. The 
curriculum frameworks form the second initiative. Designed by 
the state’s teachers and content area specialists, and influenced 
by national content standards, these state frameworks clearly 
spell out what students should know and be able to do, as well as 
articulating standards for assessing both knowledge and 
performance. Our district curriculum development initiatives in 
both 1995 and 1996 consist of examining our instructional program 
in the context of these statewide frameworks and standards. 


July and August of 1995 found hundreds of our students involved 
in the district’s first "Summer Camp". Under the direction of 
Paula Renda and Judy Newcomb, 386 students participated in 22 
different course offerings provided by 18 instructors. Students 
from pre-kindergarten through grade nine took advantage of a 
variety of classes including computer classes, sports camps, 
story telling, puppetry, arts, science, literature, drama and 
cooking. This program was entirely self-supporting and, after 
the very positive response in the first year, is expected to 
become part of the district for a long time. 


The Windham School Board has embarked on an exciting journey to 
create a long-range strategic plan for the school district. In 
May of 1995, eighty residents and staff members gathered together 
to frame a common vision for the schools in Windham. In the fall 
of 1995, four Plan Teams (again consisting of teachers, parents, 
residents, administrators and board members) were organized to 
Create action plans for the Framework for Quality developed in 
the spring. Once these action plans have been approved by the 
board in late winter of 1996, they will be broadly communicated 
to the community and will be our guide to decision making for the 
next three to five years. 


I am again appreciative for the opportunity to work with a= 
community that values education, a board that is truly responsive 
to the needs of Windham residents and students, and district and 
SAU staffs that demonstrate a commitment to quality and to 
children every day. I would also like to gratefully recognize 
the contributions made by Mr. Tony Massahos who found it 
necessary to resign from board service prior to completing his 
term.

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DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL SERVICES REPORT 


Over the course of the 1994-1995 school year, the Windham School 
District provided special education and educationally related 
services to a total of 253 students between the ages of three and 
twenty-one. In Windham, special education students represented 
12.1% of all students enrolled in transition through grade 12, 
which is consistent with statewide numbers for the same. school 
year (students with disabilities in New Hampshire represented 12% 
of the school-age population in 1994-95). These students have 
been identified through a comprehensive referral and evaluation 
process, and classified in one or more of the 14 areas of 
disability, as defined in state and federal regulations. The 
services provided by the Windham School District are individually 
determined by a team of people knowledgeable about the student, 
and are designed to ensure that each child’s educational needs 
are met within the least restrictive environment, to the greatest 
extent that is possible and appropriate. 


A full range of special education and educationally related 
services remains available to Windham students in all three of 
Windham’s schools, as well as at the Windham-Pelham Preschool 
(located in the O’Hare Building next to the Golden Brook School), 
Salem High School, and Pinkerton Academy. These services are 
described in detail in the Local Special Education Plan, which is 
located in the Office of the Superintendent of Schools. In 
accordance with SAU 28’s local Child Find Program, referrals for 
students between the ages of @ and 21 who are suspected of having 
an educational disability can be made at any time by contacting 
the Director of Special Services. A continuum of alternative 
educational environments is available for students) identified 
with special needs between the ages of 3 and 21 and includes full 
or part-time participation in regular classrooms with specially 
designed modifications and/or special education consultation, 
individual or small group support within a resource setting, as 
well as placement outside the local, public school if determined 
necessary. A variety of educationally related services is also 
available, again, based upon students’ individualized education 
programs; these include physical and occupational therapy, 
counseling, speech/language therapy, vision therapy, behavior 
management, and rehabilitation counseling. During the 1994-95 
school year, six students attended alternative programs in New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts due to their unique educational 
needs. 


Project applications for federal monies were completed in June 
and submitted to the Department of Education for approval and 
funding. Entitlement monies received for the 1994-95 school year 
were once again allocated to the support of in-district programs. 
Preschool funds were combined with contributions from three other 
local school districts (Salem, Londonderry, Timberlane) to 
continue the Regional Preschool Improvement Project, which was 
organized and managed by SERESC. The goal of this project was to 
support, through team consultations, inservice trainings and 
community outreach, participating districts’ ongoing efforts to 
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offer preschool students with disabilities and their families a 
range of LRE (least restrictive environment) options within the 
district and the community. The project provided services of 
several consultants and therapists to work directly with 
families, students, and staff in the development of appropriate 
programs and support services. SERESC also coordinated the 
regional child find program with federal funds from six local 
Gistricts. In February, Golden Brook School hosted SAU 28’s 
Saturday screening, one of five which took place throughout the 
fall and winter months for the purpose of determining the 
existence of educational disabilities for students between the 
ages of @® and 5 years. Follow up appointments for more 
comprehensive assessments with district preschool professionals 
were made for those students requiring further testing in 
accordance with initial screening results. 


Consultative services of a speech pathologist with specialized 
expertise in the area of augmentative communication and adaptive 
equipment were continued through entitlement funds, as_ were 
salaries for two full time instructional assistants at the 
preschool and Windham Middle School. Contracted evaluations and 
training activities for both teachers and instructional 
assistants were also supported with these funds. Chapter I 
monies again provided salaries for four tutors who provided 
remedial math and reading instruction to approximately 80 
students in all three of Windham’s schools (grades 2 - 8). 


The Windham School District is most fortunate to have both a 
school board anda leadershp team that work together to create 
quality education for all students. This continues to be 
accomplished in a coordinated, consistent manner through the 
emerging plan process which will eventually serve as a 
springboard and reference point for future district initiatives. 
This framework will help to ensure that all aspects of the 
special education process serve to address the needs of 
identified students within the context of the school district’s 
articulated goals, rather than in isolation, as is so often the 
case. ALL students benefit when all parties work together.

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SCHOOL COUNSELORS' REPORT 


As the Counselors of the Windham School District, we take this 
opportunity to present an overview of our role in the school 
system with specific reference to our 1995-96 activities. 
Academic performance has an integral relationship to the social, 
physical and emotional changes of student development. 


Mrs. Christa Herrick, School Counselor for the Middle School, 
and Mrs. Sally Hunt, School Counselor for Golden Brook, are 
pursuing advanced training in Sand Tray Worldplay Therapy. Mrs. 
Herrick is continuing her doctoral studies. Ms. Pamela Russell 
is a certified Solvetrainer and will be training staff members of 
SAU 28 this school year. 


This fall, Mrs. Herrick, Mrs. Hunt, and Ms. Russell will be 
offering another parent workshop assisted by Dr. David 
Fredenburg, pediatrician and local parent. 


The major portion of our time is spent counseling students 
individually and in groups including crisis intervention 
regarding school, peer, and home problems. In addition, we 
regularly enter classrooms and give guidance presentations to 
students through the eighth grade. Topics include conflict 
resolution, stress management, coping skills, peer pressure, 
friendship and social skills, eating disorders, body image, 
feelings, values clarification, cooperation and responsibility. 
Mrs. Hunt will be offering "Free the Horses", a self-esteem 
adventure published by Active Parenting. A personal safety 
program will be offered in the spring. 


Throughout the year, we meet with parents and teachers concerning 
students and their problems. Consultation with teachers and 
administrators is an ongoing process. We are an active part of 
the Special Education Teams at our respective schools. As team 
members, we participate in all meetings, conduct’ student 
observations, administer testing as requested by the School Team, 
consult with teachers, and make recommendations to parents and 
staff. We also take an active role in the transition of students 
from Golden Brook School to Center School, from Center School to 
the Middle School, and from the Middle School to Salem High 
School. 


As counselors in the school system, our services are often 
indirect and difficult to quantify. Based on the number of 
students and families we service, the quality of time we devote 
to both problems and prevention would point to a_e successful 


school year. It has been our experience that the positive, 
preventative aspects of guidance and counseling can have 
long-term effects on student attitudes, knowledge, and 


decision-making, leading them to effective study skills, good 
citizenship, and greater productivity.

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SCHOOL AUDITORS' REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board 
Windham School District 
Windham, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial 
statements of the Windham School District as of and for the year 
ended June 30, 1995, as listed in the table of contents. These 
general purpose financial statements are the responsibility of 
the School District’s management. Our responsibility is to 
express an opinion on these general purpose financial statements 
based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether 
the general purpose financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the general 
purpose financial statements. An audit also includes assessing 
the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall general purpose 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit 
provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above do not include the General Fixed Assets Account 
Group, which should be included to conform with generally 
accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be 
recorded in the General Fixed Assets Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements 
of the omission described in the preceding paragraph, the general 
purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in 
all material respects, the financial position of the Windham 
School District as of June 30, 1995, and the results of its 
operations and cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for 
the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles.
